POTOSI, Mo., Aug. 25.—Three 
open trucks, bearing 42 employes of 
the Superior Mineral Co. made their 
way into the company’s plant at 
Cadet today, through a picket line 
of 300 striking tiff miners, who first 
endeavored to stop the trucks, then 
threw stones at the drivers and mill 
hands.

Police arrested 174 motorists in 
the 24 hours ended at 4 a. m, to- 
day as the 30-day campaign to en- 
force strictly the 30-mile speed lim- 
it and other traffic ordinances got 
under way.

THREATENED MAN 
IS SEIZED. TAKEN 
10 FIELD, SHOT 


Nick Bellovic, 24, Wounded 
Three Times With. Own 
Pistol — Found About 
Seven Hours Later. 


Nick Bellovic, 24 years old, was 
shot three times and wounded seri- 
ously shortly after midnight by 
two men who left him lying in 
a field near Plymouth and Sutter 
avenues, Wellston, until he was 
found by a passerby about 7:30 
a. m. 

Bellovic told police the men hailed 
him as he was walking along the 
Wabash Railroad tracks near Ply- 
mouth avenue on his way to work 
at the Wagner Electric Co., where 
he was due to report at 12:30 a, m. 
today. 

The men forced him into their 
automobile, Bellovic said, and drove 
a short distance west to the field 
where they shot him. He was 
wounded twice in the chest and 
once in the abdomen. 

The shooting was done with Bel- 
lovic’s own pistol, which the men 
took away from him. They dis- 
played no weapon of their own. Bel- 
lovic said he was carrying the pisto! 
because of a threatening note he 
had received through the mail 
about a week ago. The pistol was 
found in the field. 

The note, which was in Bellovic’s 
wallet, read: 

“Livetand be merry, Nick, for to 
morrow you may die, and dead men 
have no fun. This is not a threat 
—it’s a promise.” The note was 
signed, “Mr. X.” 

Bellovic said he did not know the 
reason for the threat. He told 
deputy sheriffs at the St. Louis 
County Hospital that he had no 
enemies and did not know why any- 
one should wish to harm him. 

The two men who shot Bellovic 
called to him by his nickname, 
“Beane,” but Bellovic said he had 
never seen either of them before. 

Bellovic lives at 6161A Gambleton 
place, Wellston, with a married sis- 
ter and her husband. 


THREAT TO ABANDON STEEL 
PLANT CLOSED BY STRIKE 


Employes’ Chairman at Coraopolis, 
Pa., Charges General Motors 
Is Dictating Policy.

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 25.—An as- 
sertion by officers of the Standard 
Steel Spring Co. that it will aban- 
don its strike-closed plant in sub- 
urban Coraopolis brought a charge 
today from union leader Philip Mur- 
ray that General Motors Corpora- 
tion is “dictating” the concern’s 
policy. 

R. O. Enos, representing the steel 
company’s. board said: “We are 
shipping out the tools and dies 
which belong to our customers at 
their request, so that their produc- 
tion will not be held up. We also 
are shipping special steels, which 
are cut to size. 

“We do not intend to resume op- 
erations at these plants, but the 
manufacturing equipment will be 
left here. I do not know what we 
will do with it.” 

Murray, chairman of the steel 
workers’ organizing committee, a 
subsidiary to John L. Lewis’ Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization, 
replied: 

“The dispute between the com- 
pany and its 750 employes could be 
settled within 24 hours if its pres- 
ident, D. T. Gleason, would do what 
he agreed to do. 

“The situation is due solely to 
Mr. Gleason’s refusal to recognize 
the elected representatives of the 
workmen. We know, of course, 
General Motors is dictating the 
policy.”

USE OF WATER RESTRICTED 
BY SOME ILLINOIS TOWNS 


Precautions Taken for Fear Con- 
tinuance of Drouth Will Re- 
sult in Severe Shortage.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aug. 25.— 
Apprehension over the water sup- 
ply grew today in many central 
and southern Lllincis counties as 
weather forecasters said there 
would be no break in the drouth 
before Thursday. 

The State Public Health Depart- 
ment reported the water supply of 
Charleston apparently was suf- 
ficient to last 10 or 12 days and 
that Jacksonville had resorted to 
the use of deep wells to keep wa- 
ter in the mains when the surface 
supply failed. Charleston. was 
reported to have placed restric- 
tions on daily consumption, 

Officials said aid had been given 
for several days to farmers whose 
usual water supplies had failed, pro- 
viding treatment to remove ob- 
jectionable mineral matter in avail- 
able water, and that such service 
would be continued, 

The Jerseyville City Council has 
asked consumers to restrict their 
daily consumption of water to bare 
necessities and eliminate the sprin- 
kling of lawns and washing of 
cars. 

U. S. Agricultural Statistician A. 
J. Surratt yesterday estimated that 
one out of 10 farmers in the lower 
half of the State was hauling water 
for livestock.

To those who would take away or curtail the right 
of the Supreme Court to pass on acts of Congress, we 
‘commend the speech of William L. Ransom, president 
of the American Bar Association, at its annual con- 
vention in Boston. 
Among other pertinent things, Mr. Ransom said: 


We shall lose the distinctive feature of our in- 
stitutions if the courts are denied the right and 
duty to speak on fundamental questions or are 
made subservient to the demands of transient po- 
litical control. Here is an issue we should nail 
to the masthead, and put and keep in first place. 
The philosophy which calls for an independent Fed- 
eral judiciary is compressed into Mr. Ransom’s pithy 
‘sentence. Should the courts be deprived of the right 
‘to pass on fundamental questions—questions in- 
‘volving the meaning of the supreme law of the land 
_—the character of our governmental system would be 
radically altered. It would be similarly altered if the 
courts were made “subservient to the demands of 
transient political control.” Let that become the 
rule in America and the stage is set for dictatorship 
and the end of the Bill of Rights. 

For those who believe in the preservation of the 
present constitutional system, the issue stated by Mr. 
Ransom is indeed an issue that should be nailed to

BRET HARTE: 1836-1936. 

Is no one going to notice the centenary of Bret. 
Harte? He wrote two of the imperishable stories of 
American life—‘“The Luck of Roaring Camp” and 
“fhe Outcasts of Poker Flat’—and yet if there is a 
celebration anywhere of his birth 100 years ago today 
in Albany, N. Y., it has escaped attention. Teach- 
er, tutor, expressman, apothecary’s helper, typesetter, 
surveyor’s clerk, newspaper reporter, editor—the gen- 
tle, refined Easterner had tried many occupations be- 
fore he began to write short stories about the early 
‘miners of his adopted California. Dickens was his 
model and a good one, for the rough-and-tumble life 
of the mining camps was suited to a literary mingling 
of humor and whimsical character with sentiment 
and pathos. 

The East expected. a red-shirted, hard-handed 
frontiersman when Harte returned to the Atlantic 
seaboard after his reputation had been made by the 
rollicking stories in the Overland Monthly. It found 
instead a soft and precisely spoken little man, dressed 
in the height of fashion. Like Kipling, he did his 
best work in his early years; the Bret Harte taking 
consulates in Prussia and Scotland to keep the wolf 
from the door and writing potboilers in London—

With so much money invested in flood 
control, it would have been silly not to use 
the river as a pack horse. There came the 
cry that revival of river traffic would ruin 
the railroads. It hasn't. There was such 
a cry about trucks once. 

See that barn-like thing moving tedious- 
ly upstream? That’s a barge. It doesn't 
look huge, does it? It holds 3000 tons and 
it will take 150 railroad freight cars to move 
the cargo that one barge moves. There's 
some coffee in there from Brazil. The load 
takes only one corner of that barge, yet it 
is enough coffee to give every human being 
in the United States two cups, and still 
have a third pouring for 20,000,000 more! 

When the Government went into the traf- 
fic business on the river, there was the fear 


that independents wouldn't have a 
chance. There are 40 independent tow- 
boats on the lower Mississippi today. Al- 
though Uncle Sam is very much in the 
transportation business on the river, he 
hasn't frozen out independents. The Mis- 


sissippi really is a frontier for “rugged in- 
dividualism.” If a man wants to buy a boat 
and go into the hauling business, there's 
nothing to stop him. The river is free. 

The Government has not underbid inde 
pendents for jobs. That's proved in many 
ways. The Standard Oil Co. owns a string 
of towboats and barges, and it’s a safe bet 
that if the wise men who run that business 
thought they could use Government tows 
cheaper than they could operate their own 
fleet, they would rely on Uncle Sam. 

The Federal Barge Line operates all the 
way up the Missouri to Kansas City, and 
has been doing so for the last 18 months. 
The independents. keep mostly to the lower 
river. The business is operated like any 
transportation company’s activities. Agents 
bid for the jobs and their boats handle the

work. They'll handle anything and are reg- 
ulated as common carriers. Grain is the 
leading cargo, but sulphur, phosphates, ore, 
molasses, gasoline, naval stores, cotton and 
steel are handled extensively. 

The average tow is six to 10 barges, and 
the barges are pushed, not hauled like sea- 
going tugs handle barges. Tows must be 
fastened together as one unit. The unit 
usually is 100 feet wide and 1000 feet long. 
If barges were hauled, they would have to 
be strung out and connected with slack 
chains. With a tow of 10 or 20 barges, the 
string would be more than a mile long, and 
navigation would be impossible. As it is, 
a good-sized tow is extremely difficult to 


handle. Often the first barges are around 
a bend before the towboat reaches the 
curve. Salt-water sailors agree that river 


pilots are the most skillful navigators in the 
world. 
* . » 

There's a lot of difference in having an 
ocean to run in and having to steer a 
course through a treacherous river with 
constantly changing currents, with a con- 
stantly shifting channel. The channel of the 
river is marked, but old-time pilots _ still 
steer by instinct and familiar landmarks. 
They literally pick their paths in the chan- 
nel. Every pilot has certain markings along 
the bank he uses as a guide—a dead tree, 
a swamp, a plantation mansion. The slight- 
est error of judgment is disastrous, often 
fatal. If the river ever gets a grip on a 
tow, it can dash it on a sandbar and gnaw 
it to pieces. 

The average pilot has been on the river 
more than 30 years. Few own their own 
boats, just as few bus drivers own their own 
busses. River pilots are not the happy-go- 
lucky types they have been painted in 
legends and mammy songs. They do not 
gamble with “de ol’ man.” They do not 
roar at their crews, or bash Negroes’ heads 
in, or work their men until they drop. The 
crews work union hours. The pilots live 
like gentlemen.

downstream. River boats do not need speed 

—they want power.

Passenger service virtually is nil. There 
are no more luxury boats. A few small 


owners still run cargo craft between the 
Villages, picking up batches of freight at 
one town and leaving it at another. Some- 
times the boats carry a passenger or so, 
but not often. They have no license to car- 
ry passengers and they are too slow

The use of snake venom in treat- 


ing human ailments was described 


by Dr. Lee D. Cady, president

the St. Louis Medical Society, in the

the treatment of hemophilia. In 
moccasin venom there is an element 
which, instead of destroying the 
walls of blood vessels, toughens 
them, so that blood cannot leak into 
tissues, where it does not belong. 

By gradual injection of diluted 
doses of venom, Dr. Cady writes, 
an individual may be immunized 
against the bite of snakes which 
produce that sort of venom. 

To supply the venom for scien- 
tific purposes, he adds, most zoos 
have now become “snake dairies” 
and snakes are being ‘‘milked” for 
their venom. 

“So,” he concludes, “there is good 
reason to believe that the snake 
taming doctor of today is beginning 
to agree with that old visionary, 
Dr. James W. Wallace of Fauguer, 
Va.; who, in 1824, was eating his 
rattlesnake venom mixed _ with 
cheese. He predicted that sometime 
we would be raising snakes as a 
drug factory. Centuries. before, 
Aristotle had said that ‘the so-called 
septic drug is made from the body 
of the animal, and is the only rem- 
edy for the bite of the original’.” 

A requisition for the purchase of 
snake bite serum to be kept at St. 
Louis County Hospital for emerg- 
ency use was issued yesterday by 
Dr. Theodore R. Meyer, County 
Health Commissioner. The hospi- 
tal has not kept the serum on hand 
previously. 


PRINCE TROUBETZKOY DIES 


Portrait Painter and Husband of 
Amelie Rives, Writer. 
CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., Aug. 
25.—Prince Pierre Troubetzkoy, 72- 
year-old portrait painter and sec- 
ond husband of Amelie Rives, 

writer, died here today. 

Born in Milan, Italy, April 19, 
1864, the son of Prince Pierre 
Troubetzkoy and Ada (Winans) 
Troubetzkoy, the Russian artist 
went to England at an early age 
to paint. Among his best portraits 
were those of gladstone, now in the 
National Gallery at Edinburgh and 
in the National Portrait Gallery at 
London, and one of the Marquis of 
Dufferin and Ava, which hangs in 
the Town Hall at Dover, England.

quently eminently successful, to make the 
critics believe something about a play, a 
playwright, an actor or an actress that is 
wholly untrue and, by making them be- 
lieve it, to track them into a reviewing 
point of view more exuberant than it 
might otherwise be. The critics, as noted, 
are now and then only too willing gulls, 
as the secret records reveal. 

This last season, for example, Mr. Mor- 


ris Gest, assisted by his skilful press 
agents, persuaded the critics to believe 
that Dr.-S. I. Hsiung, author of “Lady 
Precious Stream,” was, to quote the press 
matter—‘“the Chinese Shakespeare,” that 
he was the one great figure in modern 
Chinese dramaturgy, and, by implication, 
that his record in his native land was a 
long and unbroken succession of Chinese 
“King Lears,” “Hamlets,” “Othellos” and 
“Romeo and Juliets.” <As a result of the 
Gest publicity necromancy the critical 
boys treated Dr. Hsiung with the uncom- 
mon respect due one of his press-agented 
high literary and dramatéc status. Yet 
the truth about Dr. Hsiung is that he is 
a charming little gentleman who occupies 
in the present Chinese theater a position 
very similar to that occupied in the Amer- 
can by someone like Clare Kummer, pro- 
vided, that is, that Clare Kummer had 
written only one or two produced plays. 

Aside from “Lady Precious’ Stream,” 
produced both in London and New York, 
and a one-act piece called “Mencius Was 
a Bad Boy,’ the Chinese themselves seem 
to have heard very little of our friend 
Hsiung. He is known in China, where 
he is known at all, as a pleasant fellow 
who is interested in the theater, but who 
hasn’t done much about it, and whose dra- 
matic writing is entirely negligible. Yet 
many of the critics here have been horn- 
swoggied into accepting him as a verit- 
able Chinese hot dog.

HEN the Helen Jerome dramatiza- 
Wiion of Jane Austen’s “Pride and 

Prejudice” was shown this last sea- 
son by Mr. Max Gordon, the critics almost 
as one man proclaimed Miss Jerome a 
dramatist of lofty and dextrous talent, 
and one who indicated a very exceptional 
competence as a dramatizer of novels. Mr.

about and interviews with Miss Jerome, 
in which that lady profoundly expounded 
her theories of successful dramatic crafts- 
manship. But the fact behind the press- 
agent falseface is that the dramatization 
which Miss Jerome made of “Pride and 
Prejudice’ was found to be not wholly 
right and satisfactory and that, before it 
was revealed to the critics and the New 
York audiences, Mr. Gordon called in 
Robert Sherwood, author of “The Petri- 
fied Forest” and “Idiot’s Delight,’ to fix 
it up. 

Mr. Sherwood’s work on the play was 
carefully kept secret, and the critics were 
thus deluded into giving Miss Jerome all 
the credit. It may parenthetically be not- 
ed that the London critics were equally de- 
ceived into an admiration of Miss Je- 
rome by Gilbert Miller, who subsequently 
produced her play over there. For, al- 
though Miss Jerome’s name occupied the 
sole position of honor on the program, 
not only was a measure of Sherwood’s 
handiwork on her manuscript retained, 
but Ashley Dukes, author of “A Man With 
a Load of Mischief,’ and H. M. Harwood, 
author of mumerous comedies, were 
further called in by Mr. Miller to im- 
prove her play for English audiences. 


out exception the local critics fell for the 
producer’s stratagem with a reverberat- 
ing thud and one and all composed 
lengthy scholarly critiques on Schmidt as 
a representative Danish dramatist and 
on his play, a typical Berlin comedy, as 
a striking specimen of the latter-day Scan- 
dinavian drama, 

Although the Spewaks deserve much of 
the critical praise they have got for their 
amusing Hollywood lampoon, “Boy Meets 
Girl,” the critics have been led to give 
them some credit that, if the press agent 
revealed the full truth, properly and duly 
belongs to George Abbott. It was Mr. 
Abbott who added to their script the one 
important scene whose absence would 
have spelt ruin to their play, as the scene 
in point, though the Spewaks didn’t re- 
alize it, was vitally necessary to key and 
to give continuity sense to the exhibit. 
The scene is the one wherein the actors’ 
agent outlines his own Machiavellian case 
in the general proceedings. Without the 
scene, what follows would hang largely 
in the thin air. 

James Warwick was highly praised by 
the critics for his last season’s American 
gangster melodrama, “Blind Alley,’ for 
hadn’t the boys been apprised by the pro- 
ducers and their press agents that he was 
an Australian and that therefore his ac- 
curate knowledge and perception of Ameri- 
can gunman lingo was all the more re- 
markable? How were the boys to know 
that a considerable measure of that ac- 
curate lingo was edited into Warwick's 
play by Worthington Minor, the director, 
and that if Minor hadn't done the job 
the critical ear would have been assailed, 
at least periodically, by a lingo somewhat 
more aptly suited to cockney Drury Lane 
melodrama than to American tough-mug- 
gery? 

In the last 10 years various second and 
third-rate Russian actors and actresses 
have been adroitly put over on the critics 
by press agents as sterling Moscow art- 
ists, all particular pets of Stanislavski 
and Dantchenko, when almost anyone else 
who hadn’t been nearer Russia than the 
Maisonette Russe in the St. Regis cellar 
knew perfectly well that they were mem- 
bers of Moscow semi-amateur troupes or 
recent graduates of Russian dramatic 
schools. Wily producers and their hired 


critics had to chuckle at their New York 
colleagues’ bamboozlement, and the Lon- 
don critics are an unusually polite lot,

EORGE O’NEIL wrote a play called 
(j “American Dream,” which was pro- 

duced a few seasons ago by the The- 
ater Guild. The guild press department 
sent out advance testimonials to the play 
and to the great advance it marked in 
its author’s playwriting career. A suffi- 
cient number of the critics were duly im- 
pressed and in their reviews subsequently 
wrote that, true enough, O’Neil showed a 
remarkable progress, an increased knowl- 
edge of the art of dramaturgy and a new 
grasp on his materials. Some time later 
they were rather shocked to learn that, 
when the guild went about the business 
of putting on the play, it discovered that 
O’Neil had written it steadily toward an 
anti-climax and that the only thing to do 
with it, if it was to make any impression 
at all on an audience, was to play it back- 
wards. This, the guild accordingly did, 
with the critical eulogy of O'Neill's genius 
duly following. 

Whenever the critics review a new play 
by Dan Totheroh, they always refer back 
to the first play he wrote and wistfully 
lament that he hasn't lived up to the 
proud reputation he gained with that 
play. It was called “Wild Birds,” and, as 
they are fond of recalling, it won first 
prize in a great play contest sponsored 
by various university lovers of dramatic 
art in California. The jury that awarded 
that prize to Totheroh was composed of 
Susan Glaspell, Eugene O'Neill and my- 
self. The facts are these: Neither O'Neill 
nor I knew we were to be on the jury 
until it was too late mannerly to with- 
draw. Out of a thousand or so play man- 
uscripts entered in the contest, he and IL 
were sent just three; what happened to 
the others we weren’t told and didn't 
know. Two of the three were so very 
sour they should have been burned in- 
stanter. Totheroh’s script was pretty 
poor stuff, but it was relatively better 
than the atrocious other two. So we said 
all right, if a prize had to be given to one 
of the only three plays we were privileged 
to read, give it to Totheroh’s and be 
damned. That is the story of the illus- 
trious “Wild Birds,’ Mr. Totheroh and his 
much envied and widely advertised prize.
